This 
0 was effected by Christ Him- 
self at the Last Supper, and is ef- 
fected daily in the Holy Sacrament 
of the mass by the words of Christ 
spoken by the priest.” 

The bishop spoke of the incidents 
in the sixth chapter of St. John, in 
which Christ made the promise of a 
new gift, which clearly was not faith, 
nor a representation of Himself, nor

The aposties believed in 
the literal interpretation of Christ's 
words at the Last Supper and saw in 
them. the fulfillment of the promise 
which He had made to them in the 
miracle of the multiplication of the 
loaves and fishes, and in many other 
texts] miracies, and they had no reason to 
doubt the same divine power in this 
manifestation of His love.” 

Bishop Conaty cited a number of 
quotations from the early fathers, par- 
ticularly St. Justm and St. Augustine 
and St. Cyril and then spoke of the 
catacombs of St. Prisilla and St. 
Calixtus as clearly manifesting by the 
frescoes of the breaking of the bread 
and the loaves and fishes the belief 
of the early church in the Eucharistic 
sacrifice, and said that from the sym- 
bolic character of early Christian art 
one would readily understand the as- 
sociation of the mystic Icthus, or 
Jesus Christ, with the Bucharist. 

“The question, ‘How can this 
man give us His flesh to eat? is but 
the repetition of what was said to 
Christ when e promised that the 
bread which He would give is His 
flesh for the life of the world,” said 
the speaker. “The one who was 
thought to be purely man was the 
Savior of the world, the Son of God, 
as St. Peter had acknowledged Him 
to be. No one can question the power 
of God to change one substance into 
another if he should so determine. We 
have evidence of it in our own daily 
life—the food we eat being transsub- 
— eg into our own flesh and

“WHO'S TO BLAME—MAN OR WOMAN?” 
Is THE TEXT USED TO FLAY | 
SOCIETY. 


Society’s condemnation of the wom- 
an who sins and its better treatment 
of the man in the case, received a se- 
vere grilling at the hands of Rev. Dr. 
Brougher, who did not mince words 
last night in putting his subject before 
the congregation in a strong light. He 
placed much of the blame for the 
prevailing custom on wo.san, and de- 
clared that even though society does 
forgive an offense it fails to show a 
Christian spirit by raking over the 
dead coals. He said, in part: | 

“Jesus recognized no distinction be- 
tween man and woman in His treat- 


tinctively men’s sermons, and He de- 
livered no sermons to women only. He 
made an application of the truth to 
human nature in both. He never used 
an illustration, nor delivered a mes- 
sage nor told a story that was not 
equally appropriate for a woman to 
receive as for a man. He never thought 
it was necessary to flatter or patronize 
woman, any more than He would 
flatter or patronize men. He .treaced 
both in a whole-hearted, respectful, 
courteous, brotherly way. | 

“There are three things that I wish 
to notice about this story: 


as quickly as He does in the woman. 
In His sight, in is sin, wherever 
found. In the white light of heaven's 
throne, a man’s sin is just as black as 
a woman’s. Jesus Christ looks upon 
the heart, and not upon the outward 
appearance. The man stands no bet- 
ter chance of being excused in Christ's 
sight than the woman. 

“Every day furnishes us with exam- 
ples of where women are being con- 
demned and damned for time and eter- 
nity for doing things that men are 
excused for doing. 

“I do not mean to say that the 
standard of character and life for 
womanhood should be lowered, but 
rather, that the standard of manhood 
should be raised to the level of wom- 
anhood. At the present time, society 
hisses the woman and kisses the man. 
The women themselves are to vlame 
for this. The cruelest thing on God's 


Let a woman do wrong and she is sent 
out to shame and disgrace, while the 
man in the case will be welcomed into 
the best homes. 

“Jesus forgives and saves the woman 
just as quickly as He forgives and 
saves the man. The attitude of Jesus 
Christ toward the woman in this mat- 
ter shows that He considers her as 
deserving the same loving, thoughtful 
treatment as the man. Wherever a man 
or woman is found who wants to be 
forgiven and be saved, they will find 
that Jesus is just as ready to forgive 
one as the other. 

“Jesus gives both the man and the 
woman an equal chance 


In neitner

with society. Even though men and 
women forgive one another, they re- 
member the past, and frequently drag 
it up i it as a chain and ball.

“HAVE WE ANY PROOF OF IMMORTAL- 
ITY?” IS SUBJECT ABLY 518 
CUSSED BY THE PASTOR. 

The question of the soul's immor- 
tality was the theme for an interest- 
ing discourse yesterday in McKinley 
Hall by the Rev. Mr. Nash, who 
brought forth proofa in answer to a 
the question. A large congregation was 
present and heard the pastor say: 

“You demand proof of immortality, 
not surmise or argument. What proof 
would satisfy you? What demonstra- 
tion is possible in the premises? 

“Actual communication with 
‘spirit world’ is thought by not a few 
to be established, and many sad hearts 
have been comforted by what they 
took for messages from their dear ones 
gone before. But, accepted at its face 
value, * evidence goes no farther 
than to show that some souls—a very 
small ratio of the whole—survive the 
grave for a period; whatever more you 
deduce is only inference, not certainty, 

“Would you be convinced by testi- 
mony in the matter—say, by the defi- 
nite attestation of some inspired 
prophet or evangelist? It cannot be 
gainsaid that of decisive texts in our 
scriptures the number is very small— 
and of these a strict exegesis is apt to 
take off the edge. The Bible authori- 
ties rather assume than affirm this 
doctrine, and their views appear to 
have been somewhat divided aa to 
whether man is innately immortal, or 
attains immortality as the reward a 
crown of spiritual progress. 

“What, in strictness, are we chal- 
lenged to prove?

We should have to show, not that some 
souls, or even all souls, triumph over 
what we Cal! death, and appear in un- 
damaged individuality on the other 
aside of that crisia, but that they will 
similarly emerge from all other pos- 
sible ordeals that may be contained 
in the infinitue future. Obviously, this 
goes far beyond any data we have or 
are likely ever to have. 

“Unless it could be shown that the 
mind ist he mere product of the brain. 
or ts directly dependent upon it—and 
this most certainly cannot be shown— 
the fate of the brain canaot be said to 
involve that of the mind. At the worst, 
we should be left to balance the prob- 
abilities—to decide whether it is more 
reasonable to infer that mind is insep- 
arable from brain, because in our or- 
dinary experience they always go to- 
gether, or that the absolute dissimi- 
larity between mind and matter, a 
‘the conscious superiority of the for- 
mer, makes it insupposable that the 
temporariness of any material form 
implies the like ephemeral character 
of spirit. 

“Soul we know as force, matter aa 
wholly inert. The matter itself sur- 
vives all the modifications of form it 
undergoes. Is the force lost? The es- 
sence of this force, is it Intelligence and 
power of initiative and of choice? That 
is a type of force which cannot be 
transmuted into any other typé—say 


electricity or chemical affinity—with- 


out losing its most effective element. 

“The consciousness. of man has al- 
ways been aware of this principle of 
infdestructability, and, though it may 
be confused at times by sophistry, still 
clings normally to the immortal hope. 

“Of proof, then, we have this: The 
soul's consciousness of oon immut- 
able integrity and indestructibility; of 
sound reasons, corroborating this con- 
sciousness, we have that drawn from 
science’s great law of the conserva- 
tion of force, that implied in the moral 
expectation of final justice in the uni- 
verse, and that given by simple faith 
in our Father’s love and _ fealty. 
Against these, only fear and spiritual 
impotence.”
